Conflicting Reports. Have Been Received Re- 
garding the Bombardment of Tripoli by 
the Italian Fleet. 


TURKISH AMBASSADOR 
HANDS NOTE TO BRITAIN 


Italians Besiege the German Consulate Seek- 
ing Passports which Will Permit them 
to Leave the Country. 


_ Cable communication with Tripoli continued in- 
terrupted yesterday and there are few developments 
to indicate the course of events at the seat of the 
Turco-Italian war. 

If earlier reporis were based on correct informa- 
tion the bombardment of the city by the Italian fleet 
should have begun at noon today (approximately 4 
a.m., Edmonton). A dispatch from Rome early today 
said 'the bombardment had been begun but wireless 
messages received at the Italian capital from the fleets 
subsequently made no mention of this or if they did 
the facts did not reach public. 

An Italian cruiser reports that the Turkish fleet 
has not reached the Dardanelles, but that the ships 
are still at Archeagolit, where they are sought by the 
Italian warships. 

It is announced at the German foreign office today 
that Germany would not probably proclaim her neu- 
trality because of the likelihood that hostilities would 
be short and also because no steps toward mediation 
were probable before the Tripolitian coast had been 
occupied by Italians, 

The Turkish ambassador at London presented an- 
other Turkish note to the British foreign office setting 
forth that Italy had begun hostilities previous to a de- 
claration of war and that Turkey would be justified 
in adopting whatever methods it might decree beyond 
those provided by the rules of war. This, however, 
she had not done pending a fresh appeal to the powers 
in the hope that the conflict might be stayed: 

The German consulate at Constantinople is be- 
seiged by 6,000 Italians who wish passports permitting 
them to leave tne country. The Turkish capital is cut 
off from communication by cable from Tripoli and is 
in the dark regarding events there. 

It is announced at Constantinople that a promin- 
ent Egyptian has offered to organize 30,000 Egyptians 
to march against the Italians at Tripoli. 

A wireless message to Rome from the fleet at 
Tripoli says the natives with 18,000 Mauser rifles have 
retired to the interior with the evident purpose of 
waging a guerilla warfare.

Conservatives. Twenty are French- 
Canadians, Some of the latter are 
more Conservative than Nationalist; 
some are more Nationalist than Con- 
servative; but it may be taken that 
all twenty are pledged to opposition 
tu both the polics of a Canadian navy 
and the policy of Canadian contribu. 
tion to the British Admiralty. Now, 
Mr. Borden in power must pursue one 
or the other policy—possibly both. 
How, then, is Mr. Borden’ to secure 
French-Canadian members for his ca- 
binet? There should be three. But if 
we are not mistaken, every one of the 
twenty Quebec French-Canadian Con- 
servatives or Nationalists is directly 
pledged to his constituents against 
naval expenditure.
